The M ayor made a speech at the 
cemetery, thanking the troops and firemen 
for the gallantry displayed, and earnestly 
appealing for subscriptions to the relief fund.

THE 
DEMOCRACY AND 
THE 
TARIFF. 


T he Chicago Tribune has been m aking 
diligent inquiry into the views of th e 
W estern Democracy on th e political situa- 
ation, and especially as to th eir opinions 
on the tariff question. 
I t confesses itself 
m uch disappointed w ith th e results of its 
investigation. 
I t finds th a t Bourbonism 
is »s ram pant a3 ever amoDg th e Demo­ 
cratic masses ; th a t th ey are not disposed 
to m ake any new departures from an in ­ 
telligent or patriotic sta n d p o in t; 
th a t 
th eir failures in the past have not tau g h t 
them any wisdom ; and th a t as regards the 
tariff they are hopelessly divided. 
In th e 
rural districts it finds th a t there is some 
feeling in favor of free trade, b u t th a t in 
th e commercial centers the tendency is th e 
o ther way, and th a t there is no prospect of 
harm onious action on th a t issue, a t least 
for th e present. 11 m ay be concluded from 
th is experim ent th a t the D em ocratic party 
has practically ceased to be th e exponent 
of free trade ; th a t in fact it has aban­ 
doned th a t together w ith th e rest of 
its principles ; and th a t if it is to be re­ 
vived some other organization will have to 
be the agent of the m ovem ent. 
The indi­ 
cations are th at when the tariff question 
n ext comes up as a great national issue it 
w ill divide the country upon geographical 
ra th e r than upon partisan lines. 
The A t­ 
lantic S tates will necessarily support th e 
present system . 
T he South aud W est 
will, so far as th e country districts are con­ 
cerned, be for free trade. 
T h at a t least is 
th e alignm ent w hich w ould m ost naturally 
result from the dom inant interests in those 
sections, and in such cases m aterial and 
not political considerations are m ost likely 
to determ ine the line of action. 
The 
D em ocratic party, how ever, in its m odern 
■ole of tim e-serving, will not be able to 
com m it itself definitely on this or any 
other clear-cut issue. 


THE MAHONE STRÜG3LE. 


T he struggle in th e U nited Senate over 
th e ratification of th e com pact m ade be­ 
tw een th e R epublicans and M ahone is 
bringing to the surface m any things w hich 
do no t tend to im prove th e aspect of this 
partisan bargain. 
The appointm ent of 
R iddlebarger of V irginia as Sergeant-at- 
A rm s of the Senate, w hich was th e m ain 
condition of M ahone’s alliance w ith the 
R epublicans, is affording th e D em ocrats a 
fine opportunity for avenging them selves 
upon their victorious antagonists. 
R iddle­ 
barger is a repudiator of th e m ost p ro ­ 
nounced kind, and though the Republicans 
energetically declare th a t they do not, by 
voting for him, indorse his financial views, 
th ey will not bo perm itted to m ake this 
reservation by the general public. 
E very­ 
body knows th a t if the situation had been 
reversed they would have been th e first to 
aay of the Democrats w hat the lattern o w say 
of them . 
And, moreover, it is an incontest­ 
able fact th a t by adop' ing M ahone, and bv 
supporting him w ith the f ederal patronage 
in V irginia, they do indorse his financial 
view s. H e and his friends are repudiators. 
T he Republicans in the Senate have made 
a bargain w ith him and his friend?, by the 
term s of w hich th e latter are to have the 
aid of th e adm inistration in m aintaining 
th e ir faction. 
T his is indorsem ent, let 
M essrs. Uogan & Co. say w hat they please, 
an d there is not in the m inds of self respect­ 
ing m en throughout th e country any doubt 
w hatever th a t this M ahone bargain has 
been a m ost discreditable piece of traffic- 
ing from beginning to end. 
The R epub­ 
licans have gained th e organization of the 
Senate by it, bu t we "believe th ey will 
eventually discover th a t th e game was co t 
w orth th e candle. 


THE RATIONALE OF MURDER TRIALS. 
. 
I 
When the failure of justice in capital 
cases comes to be almost a matter of course, 
and when it is plain that these failures are 
not the result of a peculiarly morbid con­ 
dition of phblic opinion, it is in order to 
inquire whether the evil is not attributable 
to defects in the machinery of the law. It 
is significant in this connection that no 
such failures of justice are encountered in 
the administration of the civil law. There 
it is found that for the most part equitable 
decisions are rendered. The Courts transact 
the business brought before them with 
general satisfaction, and it is only when 
capital cases are concerned that all cer­ 
tainty of results ceases, and that the out­ 
come is a matter apparently of blind 
chance. 
The truth appears to be that in 
murder cases the obstacles to equitable 
conclusions sre multiplied to such an ex­ 
tent that the prospects of justice being 
administered are often destroyed. Some 
attempts have been made of late years to 
amend the law in regard to the selection of 
jurors in such cases, but experience proves 
that it is quite as difficult as it ever was 
to impanel an intelligent murder jury. The 
challenges are still made upon principles 
the application of which practically ex­ 
cludes the most trustworthy intelligences, 
and those who answer the questions put to 
them in such a way as to satisfy the de­ 
fense are almost necessarily self-confessed 
blockheads. 
It is well known that a main 
purpose with counsel for the defense is al­ 
ways to secure a jury which can be con­ 
trolled and molded by skillful rhetoric, or 
confused and misled by adroit sophistries. 
Nor can it be doubted that the isolation of 
a jury during a trial occupying several 
weeks lias a tendee ay to enfeeble their un­ 
derstandings, and to render them more 
liable to be influenced by the cunning or 
eloquence of the attorneys. 
This seclusion 
is theoretically sound, but we believe that 
in practice it frequently does more harm 
than good. 
In the Kalloch case it seems to have 
been, assumed by the jury that the evidence 
for the defense in regard to the sixth shot 
was to some extent deserving of credence. 
That one assumption we regard as con­ 
clusive proof that the intellectual standard 
of the jury was greatly below par. Twelve 
really clear-headed men could 
by no 
mrars have been persnaded that the testi­ 
mony of the witnesses who swore that De 
Young fired first was worthy of the least 
consideiation, aud unless they had i 
corded that evidence great weight they 
could not have acquitted Kalloch. 
If we 
go outside of the Court-room aud exchange 
views with the public at large, we find 
Scarcely any difference of opinion on this 
point. 
It may be stated as the general 
consensus of opinion that nobody believes 
in the six-shot theory. 
How is it, then, 
that this jury accepted it ? The answer 
is 
unavoidable 
that 
this 
jury 
did 
not 
fairly 
represent 
the 
average of 
popular intel igenee. 
We do not think 
that there is now, or ever has been, 
any 
doubt among the people 
as to 
the nature of Kalloch’s deed, and the ver­ 
dict of the jury has been received, not as 
an expression of the general belief, but as 
an amazing and altogether incomprehensi­ 
ble conclusion. 
As the fiual result of the 
process which the people have agreed to 
abide by, of course it must he accepted, no 
matter what is thought of i t ; but it should 
be clear by this time that unless some radi­ 
cal reforms are introduced to our criminal 
practice, the alleged, protection of the law 
will soon become a mere by-word and 
scoffing. 
The fact is that we have so hedged about 
the prosecution of murder cases with ob­ 
structions to justice that it is scarcely pos­ 
sible to obtain it any longer. 
We need 
not hesitate to say that there must have 
been gross and flagrant perjury in the 
Kalloch case, and that this perjury must 
have been committed, not by one or two 
witnesses only, hut by a score or more. 
In short it was a disgraceful trial through­ 
out, and its outcome justifies all that is 
beiDg Eaid about murder being “ played 
“ out” as a punishable offense. 
Yet it is 
evident that mere denunciation can effect 
nothing in the way of reform. 
What is 
required is the reform of the law. 
It ever 
we are to have justice in criminal cases 
we must see to it that it is made impos­ 
sible to put fools or knaves upon criminal 
juries, and that wholesale perjury cannot 
he practiced in such cases. It is, moreover, 
necessary to observe that this is not the 
first time perjury has been employed in 
murder cases in San Francisco, 
A very 
flagrant case of the same kind occurred 
there not a year ago, and it resulted in 
another failure of justice. 
The impunity 
with which this false swearing is used of 
course encourages those who are unscrupu­ 
lous enough to have recourse to it, and 
the presumption is that if no reform of the 
law is had it will become a regular feature 
in every important capital case. 
When justice fails through the bad 
judgment of those who are selected to ad­ 
minister it, the remedy is clear, however. 
Bad verdicts are the natural results of 
imbecile juries. 
If it is made impossi­ 
ble to impanel such juries had verdicts 
will cease. 
It is useless to protest that 
the law at present offers no obstacle to the 
impaneling of intelligent jurors. 
In the 
face of the facts such an assertion is ridic­ 
ulous. 
Stupid men are carefully selected, 
aud they do stupid things because they 
are incapable of better and wiser conclu­ 
sions. 
We have now reached so chaotic 
a state in our criminal administration that 
it would not surprise any close observer if 
Lynch law was to be resorted to. 
The 
situation is precisely of the kind which to 
the 
impulsive and 
unreflecting 
seems 
to remler such a resort almost necessary. 
Once convince the people that the Courts 
are useless, or worse than useless, and they 
will not be slow to take back the power 
they have delegated, and to use it without 
regard to legal forms. 
The condition of 
things Í3 very critical and serious. 
It 
cannot last. 
If the organized machinery 
of society breaks dowD, every man will be­ 
gin to fight for his own hand. 
It is there­ 
fore, the plain duty of all good citizens to 
unite in urging the prompt adoption of 
such reforms iu our criminal law and 
practice as will remove from the commu­ 
nity the reproach that its criminal adminis­ 
tration operates only as a protection to 
I murderers.

The folly and perversity 
of this verdict are indeed surprising. 
The 
evidence adduced on th e trial m ay bo 
thought to have supported a theory of 
monomania, b u t if it did it as certainly 
proved th a t th e defendant was a very dan­ 
gerous maniac, and th a t she ought to be 
in an asylum . 
A verdict of hom icide 
under insane im pulse w ould have enabled 
the C ourt to place her w here she could kill 
no more men, b u t the ju ry seems to have 
insisted th a t w hile profiting by th e theory 
of irresponsibility she should be perm itted 
to gratify her hom icidal impulses w ithout 
let or hindrance. 
A woman who shoots 
people 
certainly 
ought 
n o t 
to be at 
large, w hether she be sane or insane. 
If she is 
sane, 
and 
th e 
Bhooting is 
proved, she ought to be hanged. 
If she 
is n o t sane she onght to be sent to an 
asylum for the rest of her life. 
In any 
case she should be p ut and kept out of 
mischief. 
The verdict arrived a t is not an 
intelligent one, and in fact it is as far from 
being a ju st or rational classification of her 
crim e as it is possible to conceive. 
The 
law fixes ten years as the lim it of im pris­ 
onm ent for involuntary homicide, and the 
case is not one in which th e C ourt would 
be justified in abating one da}- of th e full 
term . 
U nfortunately the ju ry has pu t it 
out of th e power of th e C ourt to deal 
adequately w ith th e case, b u t the law 
should be exercised w ithout scruple as far 
as it will go.

I t is perfectly clear th a t if the w itnesses 
on th e K alloch trial who swore th a t 
Charles De Y oung fired the first shot told 
the tru th , Clem etshaw , who was sent to 
the Penitentiary for having made th e same 
statem ent, is an innocent and injured man. 
I t is equally clear th a t if Clem etshaw is 
not an innocent man, all th e w itnesses on 
the trial who swore to th e same facts ought 
to be sent to th e P en iten tiary to join him. 
T here is here a very peculiar condition of 
things. 
W hen C lem etshaw was tried the 
evidence against him was held to be con­ 
clusive of his perjury, and he was con­ 
victed. 
B ut in th e late trial the same 
class of evidence, adduced by persons in no 
respect more tru stw o rth y than Clem etshaw, 
so far as th eir antecedents indicated their 
characters, was held to be so w eighty as 
to ju stify th e R cquittal of the.defenda.nt. 
I t will therefore never do to keep Clem et­ 
shaw in prison. H is case imi9t be reopened, 
aud in th a t event we presum e th a t the 
w itnesses for K alloch will be called again to 
vindicate th e statem ent upon which he was 
convicted. 
I t would be a rem arkable o ut­ 
come of all the hard sw earing done lately 
if 
Clem etshaw should not after all be 
able to establish his innocence ; if th e sup­ 
p ort given him by th e K alloch w itnesses 
should no t be regarded as dem onstrating 
th e tru th of his story ; or if the Kalloch 
w itnesses should find it more diffiult th an 
heretofore to obtain credence for their 
representations. 
B ut it is plain th a t the 
friends of Kalloch are m orally bound to 
have th e case of 
Clem etshaw reopened. 
■To leave him in prison would he to dis­ 
credit th eir own cause. 
I t would be tan ­ 
tam ount to a confession th a t they had no 
real confidence in the six-shot theory. 
They m ust therefore push this m atter, 
and so the six-shot theory is likely to be 
exam ined once more, and under a new set 
of circum stances, perhaps more favorable 
than the last to a rational analysis of its 
value.

O m a ha, M arch 26th.—The Loup river, 
which empties into the Platte river near Co­ 
lumbus took a sudden lite to-day, owing to 
an ice gorfe, and swept out the bridge of the 
Omaha aud Nebraska and Black H ills R ail­ 
road, near Columbus, and Hooded the country 
iu its immediate vicinity, flowing over the 
Union Pacific track and washirg it out, to­ 
gether with about a mile and a half of tele­ 
graph lines, cutting off all communication 
west of th at point. 
Several persons liv ing 
on the bottoms between the junction of the 
two rivers barely escaped with their lives. 
Tae family of a bridge tender were rescued 
by an engine which was inn out from Colum­ 
bus and picked them up. 
I t is repoited that 
two children were drowned, and also two 
men, 
together with their teams. 
This 
heavy body of water, of course, is ajain 
increasing 
the 
volutco 
of 
the 
Platte 
river, 
and 
it 
is 
now 
again 
rising 
rapidly. 
Several farm-houses on the low­ 
lands uear Bentoa Station, east of Columbus, 
aie entirely submerged, the occupants having 
sought refuge elsewhere, but it is Rated that 
there has been some loss of life. 
C re it 
damage is been done. 
The flood a t N inth 
Bead has been slowly subsiding since last 
night, hilt this new flood will cause another 
overflow at th at point. 
The stream s all 
through 
Nebraska are oveiflowirg their 
banks and destroying property. 
Bridges 
everywhere are being swept away, aud even 
the most substantial structures are becoming 
unsafe. 
The railroad bridge a t St. Paul, on 
the St. Paul branch of the Uuiou Pacific, 
over the Loup river, has gone. A ll the wagon 
bridges in Howard county have been swept 
out by the Loup river. 
The Burlington and 
Missouri bridge over the Platte river at Ore- 
opoli8 has been abandoned, owing to its in­ 
security, and the other bridges on the Bur­ 
lington 
and 
Missouri 
are reported as 
unsafe. 
The 
Union Pacific 
has aban­ 
doned the eastern divisior, and is now 
running all trains 
without delay 
over 
the Burlington and Missouri road, crossing 
the Missouri river over the" Burlington and 
Missouri bridge a t Plattsm outh, and thus 
avoiding tho bridge at Oreopolis. 
These are 
hut the begioning of the flood disasters in 
Nebraska, and the outlook is very gloomy. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars will be de­ 
stroyed, considerable live stock will be lust, 
and perhaps some human lives. 
Reports to­ 
night are rather meager, as great excitement 
prevails a t the inundated points, and tele­ 
graphic communication is more or iess cut off 
or interrupted. 
The Missouri river at this 
point is bank full and still rising, and ice is 
gorging opp isite the city, about eight blocks 
above the U nion Pacific bridge. 
No damage 
is likely to result to the bridge, but the gorge 
will be likely to cam e a flood on the levee, on 
which are located the Union Pacific shops, 
smelting works, lumber yards, etc., all of 
which will, if the gorge does not break soon, 
be more or less damaged.

LATER ACCOUNT. 
Omaha, M arch 2 7 th — M id n ig h t.— The 
whrile Platte valley, from Columbus to Fre­ 
mont, is under water. 
No such f! io 1 has 
ever occurred in the valley since the U niou 
Pacific was built through it. 
The flood 
which came from the Loup river this after­ 
noon has reached Schuyler and Frem ont, and 
all places between Columbus and Frem ont are 
under water. 
The first flood at Columbus 
subsided late this afternoon sufficiently to 
show w hat damage has been done to the 
U nion Pacific. 
Three epans of the bridge, 
which is an approach to the iron bridge over 
the L >up river, were washed out, and the 
track is washed from one to three feet d- ep 
for a long distance east of the bridge, and for 
ab n it three-quarters of a mile west of the 
bridge. 
Another gorge in the Loup river, 
larger than the first, oue, broke at Genoa this 
evening, aud will agaia swell the Piatte to­

dead cattle, 
hogs, e tc , 
also bridges, horses, wagons aud lumber were 
seen floating down the stream. 
Several 
houses were completely covered on the bottom 
lands south of the town, and it was believed 
one family had perished. 
The total rise was 
about thirteen feet. 
A t Schuyler, between 
nine and ten feet of water ran iuto the town 
very lively, and the people became very 
much excited, and loaded their live stock and 
themselves on the cari, preparatory to moving 
out. 
An eugine and caboose was sent to 
Rodgers’ track 
to

Ju st at this time the wires went down, ami 
no further information has been received 
from Schuyler. 
N orth Bend is again flooded, 
and at Frem ont the water i» íunning into the 
town, the dam which was built to turn the 
stream having been swept away.

O m a h a , M arch 27th.—No news whatever 
has been received from the inundated dis­ 
tricts of the Platte valley to-day, as all tele­ 
graphic qpramunication has been cut off. 
The lines will he put up again from Frem ont 
west as soon as possible. 
General Superin­ 
tendent Clark went out to Frem ont to-day to 
look over the field and see what can be done. 
He had to make part of the trip on a hand­ 
car, and had to have the party and himself 
transporte! 
five 
miles 
in 
wagons 
in 
order to get into 
Fremont. 
The w’ater 
at Frem ont did not much damage the town, 
and has suhiided. 
How the other towos— 
North Bend, Schuyler, Beaton aud Colum­ 
bus—fared is as yet unknowD. 
The general 
impression is th at a large amount of farm 
property and live Btoek has been destroyed, 
aud th at the towns have sustained serious 
damage. 
There seems to be uo doubt that 
some human lives have been lost, and it is 
believed th at quite a large number of persons 
have been drowned in the valleys of the Loup 
and P latte rivers. 
The Union Pacific track 
has been extensively washed cut iu various 
places, 
and 
several 
bridges 
have 
been 
lost. 
I t 
is 
a 
terious 
blow 
to 
ihe company. 
No trains w en run out to­ 
day by the Union Pacific, as the Burlington 
and Missouri would not receive them until 
they had repaired and strengthened some 
bridges on their own road. 
Trains will prob­ 
ably be sent out to-morrow, however, as the 
work will be completed by th at time. 
If it 
is not, arrangements will he made to transfer 
atone or two poiuts. 
The ice in the Missouri river went out this 
afternoon at this point, and was witnessed by 
fully 5,000 persons. All danger is now passed. 
The city of Lincoln is fl icded by the over­ 
flowing of Salt creek. 
Reports from the 
Platte valley and Loup valley districts are 
being awaited with a great deal of anxiety 
here, and crowds gathered on the banks to 
see how it would affect the great iron bridge 
of the Union Pacific Railroad. 
The ice went 
crashing with fearful force against the iron 
piers, which stood unshaken and unhurt by 
its attacks.

C hicago, M arch 27th.—A dispatch to the 
Inter-Ocean from Omaha says : 
The Platte 
valley, about seventy five miles west of here, 
is the scene of the most disastrous flood ex­ 
perienced in the history of the Union Pacific 
Railroad. 
The Platte is a broad and shallow 
stream, which has overflowed its hanks, and 
all its tributaries are now pouring vast vol­ 
umes of water and ice into ir, until it has be­ 
come a rn-hing fl>od, pouring out over the 
level prairies for miles on either side. 
The 
freshet which has done the most damage oc­ 
curred yesterday, when an immense ice gorge 
in the Lou? river, which is a tributary of the 
Platte, broke and let loose an accumulation 
of water and ice. which tore out the Omaha, 
Niobrara and B lick Hills Railroad bridge 
this side of Lost Creek. 
The w ater fl wdéd 
the b rr rounding ciu n try an d struck the main 
line of the Union Pacific, washing out the 
track and telegraph poles between the Union 
Pacific bridge over the Loup and Colum­ 
bus for about a mile and a half. 
The 
damage dm e will probably reach several hun­ 
dred thousand dollars, and fears are entertained 
of los3 of life. 
W hen the news of the flood 
was received at the Union Pacific headquar­ 
ters here warnings were telegraphed to towns 
below on the Platte, and people took refuge 
on tire roofs of their houses. 
Barus and 
fences were carried away and all the stock 
drowned. 
The 850,000 wagon bridge at Co­ 
lumbus was washed away.

P ostoffice Location Decided. — The 
question cl the location to be occupied by 
the Postoffice in this city for the next lour 
years has at last been determined. Post­ 
master Hopping has received from the Post­ 
master-General a copy of the contract with 
James Bailey, of Utica, New York, for a 
continuance of the nse of the present office 
for another administration term, commencing 
on the tirst day of April, 1831, at a rent of 
$2,000 per annum, payable quarterly. The 
former lease was at $2,700 per year, making 
a saving of S2.S00 to the Government for the 
term oí the new lease. In addition to the 
present area occupied for postal purpose-», 
consisting of the first floor of the building, 
about 40 by 80 feet, an additional room on 
the north, 10 by 25 feet, is included in the 
new lease, which will be fitted up for use of 
route agents ai d pr;3tal clerks whose routes 
terminate at this point. The office is to be 
entirely overhauled and remodeled at once, 
making it first-class. The lease provides for 
this at the expense of the lessor, and specifies 
that there shall be new floors and plastering 
throughout, the premises to be newly painted 
inside and outside, the office to be provided 
with a complete new outfit of boxes of the 
Yale pattern ; also new fixtures and furniture 
and such further alterations and repairs as 
the Postmaster shall deem necessary and 
direct to be done. Mr. Hopping he.3 thus 
secured arrangement for the changes and re­ 
pairs in the office which he has h-ng sought 
to have made, and which will enable him to 
transform the present extremely inconvenient 
and un-i-’htly place into one suitable for its 
purposes, and which shall be much more be­ 
coming to the Government and the city. 
M ore B igamy.—Officers Lee and Jackson 
on Saturday arrested a Spaniard named Jose 
Domingos Aran», for having more wives than 
the law permits a man to monopolize. It is 
alleged that he formerly married a woman 
who calls herself Mrs. Gonziles Arans, and 
after a time became desirous fur a change and 
married orre Clorinda Saiguard.

THE WHG- TOURNAMENT. 


A SPLENDID DAY OF FIELD SPORT AT 
F0LS9H. 


Success of the Country Clubs—Excellent 
Scores—Good Marksmanship— 
The Prize-Winners. 


The long-looked-for wing-shooting tourna­ 
ment at Folsom took 
place 
yester­ 
day. The Folsom Sportsman’s Club had 
made every preparation for the affair, and 
had given such attention to every detail that 
it seemed impossible tor there to be any fail­ 
ure regarding it, and this proved a proper 
conjecture, for a more successful and thor­ 
oughly enjoyable gathering of sportsmen has 
not been held on the Pacific coast to engage 
in team-shooting. The hundreds of people 
present yesterday, and many of them from 
distant parts of the State, carried away with 
them a deep sen39 of the gentlemanly con­ 
duct, th*e disciplinary regulation, the superior 
management, and the open-handed and big- 
hearted hospitality of the officers and mem- 
1 bers of the Folsom Club. There was nothing 
left undone that conld be done by them to 
add to the pleasure of the entertainment, the 
comfort of the guests or to 
SUCCESSFUL SHOOTING 
By participant» in the conteet. The club 
may, to be brief, take the credit of having 
exhibited the highest skill in the management 
of '* pigeon shoots,” and in having thus suc­ 
ceeded by careful attention to details in ad­ 
vance, wise foresight, and a modest retiracy 
and Uuofficious bearing on the grounds. The 
night before the tournament it r fined hard, 
and for a time it appealed that the elements 
had combined to compel a postponement of 
the matches. Yesterday morning the sky 
was overcast, rain threatened again, and hun­ 
dreds who had intended to go to the tourna­ 
ment gave up the idea. Six car loads of peo­ 
ple, however, took passage at the depot in 
this city at 9 A. M. Had it not been for the 
forbidding character of the weather three 
times that number, in all probability, would 
have gone up to the grounds. The train ran 
up in an hour, and just as the depot at Fol­ 
som was reached the sun came out in all its 
glory, the murky clouds were driven back, 
the »ky soon cleared, and there succeeded 
one of those clear, balmy, inspiring spring 
days, which act like a stimulant to the frame 
and makes even the most despocdentof creat­ 
ures rejoice. A better day, indeed, couid 
not have been for the tournament, had 
the able managers of the Folsoin Club had a 
carts bUnche for ordering a day just suited 
to the occasion. The shooting began almost 
immediately upon the arrival of the train, 
on the grounds of the club, half a mile distant 
from the town—grounds admirably well 
adapted to the pun>ose. A good many of the 
excursionists, while the preliminaries were 
being arranged, seized the opportunity to 
visit the Branch State Prison, where they 
were shown every courtesy by the officers in 
charge and had their curiosity with re­ 
gard tcTttiat institution gratified. To officer 
P. F. Dolan, Captain of the Night Watch, 
who was known to the Sacramento visitors, 
people from this city were especially indebted 
for the attention he gave them—they feeling 
privileged to seek his offices as guide. It did 
not take long to organize on the shooting 
grounds. Entries had been made by nine 
teams, and forfeit put up. The Chico team, 
however, sent word that by reason of sick­ 
ness its ranks had been broken, and it could 
not therefore appear. The other teams, the 
matter being submitted to them by the Fol­ 
som Club, unanimously voted to excuse the 
Chico shooters, and return them the $50 for­ 
feit put up. 
th e fin a l p rep aratio n s 
For the shouting were then made. .T. D. 
Yonng of Sacramento and George W . Terrill 
of San Francisco were elected judges; S. A. 
Tucker of New Haven, Conn., was chosen 
referee; J. M. Hotz of Sacramento and C. 
E. Mack of Florin were appointed scorers, 
A. Fiuhr of Sacramento loading judge, and 
L. C. Moore cf Folsom puller. The shooting 
was by teams of file men, to each man 15 
birds at 21 yards rise, from three traps of the 
old style. The entry was $100 per team, 
with birds at $4 per dozen. The prizes w ere: 
First, 30 per cent, of $800, with $100 added 
by the Folsom Club ; second, 25 per cent, of 
$800; third. 20 per cent.; fourth, 15 per 
cent.; fifth. 10 per cent. 
The shooting is considered to have been, if 
not the best team-shooting ever had on the 
coast, at least of the best, and it is unques­ 
tioned that it was the most extensive tourna­ 
ment between teams ever held on the coast. 
The indi, idual shooting of the good shots was 
especially good, but the team scores must be 
ranked as among those of the best order, 
when the whole are c jasidered together. For 
the Placeiville Club it should be said that it 
is new, has had iittle practice at the trap ; 
that iis members are more famili ir with the 
rifle, and that it entered more in friendly and 
neighborly than iu a competitive spirit. The 
birds were furnished in plenty, and most of 
them were good flyers. A few that were 
transported from so distant a point as 
Salt Lake City, U tab, were slow and 
stupid, and numbers of these were lost 
to the Folsom Club, ás, after being sprung, 
they refused to fly, but managed, neverthe­ 
less, to escape. 
The manner in which the judges, Messrs. 
Young and Terrill, presided and ruled was 
dignified and impartial, and gave entire satis­ 
faction. Mr. Tucker, the referee, was voted 
by everyone the most accomplished officer 
who has ever filled that difficult position in 
this county, and it ib probable no more thor­ 
oughly qualified referee has acted iu the 
State. The club was f rtunate in securing 
this stranger from the East for the place, be­ 
cause of his long experience in wing shoot­ 
ing, as it is said of him that few other men 
iu the laud have seen more of it than he. 
The pleasure of the contests was largely due 
to his care, urbanily and promptness, 
and

The 
general 
arrangements cf the tournament were undtr 
the immediate direction of Dr. Durant, 
President; H . L. W allice, Secretary ; E l. 

Committee of Arrange­ 
ments.' Dr. Durant, J. H. Burnham and C. 
L. Ecklon ; Committee on Transportation, 
A. J. Bell and Ed. Christy. During the en­ 
tire day perfect order was preserved on the 
grounds. So far as the shooting by individuals 
was concerned, it was not marked by any 
specially noteworthy incidents.. Henry Ger­ 
ber seemed to Lave mi st of the quick flyers 
and hard birds ; Hamilton was ill; Robinson 
made a rather startling l|at successful Ehot 
over the heads of the spectators in the -re­ 
served seats; 
Maskey proved to be 
the best retriever; A ult had an excit­ 
ing chase after a hit bird; Schnabel 
and Maskey made the only clean sores ; 
Knaur, heretofore known as a fine rifle shot, 
won much praise by his sudden development 
as a very tii.e wing shooter. Rich made the 
luwest individual score. The O'Neil Club 
team and the Foresters No. 1 were handi­ 
capped in having to shoot off the last fives 
jn poor light, as evening bad nearly set in. 
Spencer was the liveliest bet ter on the ground, 
and took anil gave the heaviest odds on indi­ 
vidual shots. Pools were sold, and the highest 
were with Sacramento as the favorite, with 
Folsom second choice. The non-succes3 of 
the San Francisco club teams was the occa­ 
sion for the “ country boys” to poke much 
fun at them. The later shooters were ail 
somewhat embarrassed by the exeitement 
and chatter and rattle of the betters, conse­ 
quent upon the wind up of the matches. In 
this latter respect alone should the manage­ 
ment be.criticised, and it is admitted that it 
would have been better to have had the pool 
selling at a more remote point. The names 
of the club teams, the names of the members 
of the teams, and the ecore of each, appear 
bel-'W, and form a concise history of the con­ 
test. 
THE SCORES MADS. 
The shooting was conducted by alterna­ 
tion between teams, the members being 
called alternately and shooting off five shots

STOCKTON OCR CLUB. 


One of the many indictments against Jo. 
Davis and Max. Marcuse, in connection witb 
the old Dime Savings Bank failure, and 
which have been so long dragging their slow 
length along, was disposed of in the Superior 
Court on Saturday. The case was one in 
which the defendants were charged with 
embezzling mining stock deposited with them 
as collateral. Separate trials were granted 
to defendants, and the case proceeded against 
Max. Marcues. 
The evidence showed that Koleman bor­ 
rowed from the bank $150 in October, 1877, 
and deposited mining stock as security. He 
paid the loan and interest the following Feb­ 
ruary, and upon demanding his stock was 
informed that it was in a broker’s hands in 
San Franoisco, but would be obtained and 
returned to him. This wai never done, how­ 
ever, and upon this state of facts the indict­ 
ment was found. 
A t the conclusion of the evidence for the 
prosecution a motion for instructions of the 
Court directing a verdict of acquittal to be 
rendered was argued and granted, and in do­ 
ing »o Judge Clark made the following re- 
maik8: The People having closed their testi­ 
mony, the defendant’s counsel have made a 
motion that is authorized by the statute, that 
I instruct you to find a verdict for the de­ 
fendant, for the reason that the prosecution 
have failed to prove their case, as charged; 
and I feel constrained to give you that in­ 
struction. The indictment charges “ that in 
December, 1877, the defendant as the agent 
and servant of Joseph Koleman, had in his 
possession, by virtue of hÍ3 employment as 
such agent and servant, certain valuable per­ 
sonal property, to wit: One certificate of 
shares of stock, the same then and there rep­ 
resenting ten shares of the Mexican G rid and 
Siiver Alining Company,” and that subse­ 
quently he embezzled and converted it to his 
own use The only evidence in this case is 
th is: That on October 5, 1877, Koleman 
pledged this stock to Davis & Co. as security 
for a loan of $150; that Davis & Co. (Marcuse 
being a member of the firm) sent the stock 
to their brokers at San Francisco, who placed 
it to the credit of Davis & Co ; that the San 
Francisco brokers, who were the agents of 
Davis & Co., on Dmember 5, U77, sur­ 
rendered the certificate of the stock to the 
Secretary of the mining' company, and re­ 
ceived in lieu thereof another and different 
certificate, in a different nam e; and that on 
February 1. 187S, Koleman psid the debt 
which was due from him to Davis and Mar- 
cu-e, and was then of eourte entitled to the 
return of tfie stock, nr of a similar number of 
shares of the same kind of stock. Onr laws 
permit a man who ljoliis stock or ether per­ 
sonal property as security, or as a pledge, 
aud upon which he ha3 a lien, to pledge it 
again to si me one else to the extent of his 
lien. In other words, to make an applica­ 
tion of the law to this ca=e, Davis and Mar- 
cu-e, having a iitn upon this stock to the ex­ 
tent of $150, with interest, had a right at any 
time before the payment of the debt by Kole 
man to pledge it to their San Francisco 
brokers for a similar amount. Having done 
so before the pledge by K< leman was re­ 
deemed, and having done only what they had 
a right to do, to wit, transfer it to the 
brokers in San Francisco as a pledge, they can­ 
not be charged with the embezzlement of that 
particular piece of stock. A t the time the 
stock was pledged by Davis & Co. to tha San 
Francisco brokers they had a right to make 
the pledge to the value of $150, and having 
done so they cannot be charged with embez­ 
zlement, snd as that is the only date at which 
they aie charged with having embezzled it, and 
the only time at which they could have di ne 
it. then the People have failed to make out a 
case of embezzlement under this indictment, 
because Davis and Marcuse at that time did 
nothing more than they had a right to do; 
that is, to pledge the slock to the San Fran­ 
cisco brokers to the extend of their indebted­ 
ness. If the then District Attorney had un­ 
derstood the facts of this case as they have 
been developed on this trial, it is very likely 
that an indictment could have been drawn 
upon which a charge of embezzlement could 
be maintained. As the indictment is drawn, 
however, I direct that you find a verdict of 
not guilty. 
The jury therefore rendered a verdict cf 
not guilty without leaving the box. The 
Bame against Davis was then dismissed. 


I n AIemokt ok D. ,T. T homas.—At the 
opening of the Superior Court on Saturday, 
L. S. Taylor addressed the Court in relation 
to the late Daniel J. Thomas, a member in 
his lifetime of the Bar, whom he referred to 
a» a thoroughly educated lawyer and as hav­ 
ing been at one time prominently connected 
with the picss of this city. In conclusion he 
moved that an order be made that when the 
Court adjourned for the day it should be in 
respect to the memory of the deceased. 
Judge Claik. presiding, granted the motion 
in words as follows: “ I have known Mr 
Thomas for twenty-seven years. He was 
pre-eminently a lawyer. I never knew a 
man with a better legal mind than he pos- 
-essed. He was conrteous aud respectful in 
his intercourse with the Court aud the Bar. 
He filled a prominent position in the pro­ 
fession, until he became a victim to the 
demon of intemperance. Hi» infirmities in­ 
jured only himself. He was himself his only 
enemy. He has paid the penalty of his 
misfortune, and we have only to remember 
bis virtue», and profit by his example. The 
motion will be granted, and at the close of 
to-day’s business the Court will adjourn in 
respect to the memory of the deceased.” 
L and L eague M eeting —A large meeting 
of this organization was held at Pioneer Hall 
yesterday afternoon, and was addressed by 
Mrs. Anna Smith and James Mulroy. Mr. 
Robinson also entertained the meeting with 
patriotic and comic songs, being frequently 
applauded.

about 300 members. The Executive Com­ 
mittee reported that about $400 was cleared 
on the celebration held at Turner Hall Match 
4th. A ladies’ branch of the League was or­ 
ganized, and the following officers elected :

Kate Buckley; Treasurer, Miss Hannah 
Buckley. 
S uicide from I nsanity.—Morris Jeekins, 
a farmer residing near Florin, committed su­ 
icide by cutting hi; throat with a razor on 
Friday eveuing. The act was committed 
near the barn, at his plane, And after nearly 
decapitating hirnself with the razor be threw 
it upon a haystack beside which he was 
found. The deceased was a native of Wales, 
and aged 59 years. He has been becoming 
unsettled in mind f :r several months past and 
his thu3 taking his life was from insanity. 
Coroner Vermilya held sn inquest upon the 
body, when a verdict was rendered in accord­ 
ance with these facts. The funeral took place 
yesterday at Elk Grove.

NO BXTRA BBS6I0N. 
New York, March 26th.—A Washington 
special to the Commercial Bulletin of last 
night says : President Garfield hascompleted 
one of the best framed documents of his life. 
It is against an extra session, showing that 
besides being unwise, it was absolutely un­ 
necessary. Hs argued^ against it from all 
points so far urged, stating that from a politi­ 
cal view it would be unfortunate for the Re­ 
publican party. lie oolculated that Congress 
would be in session until July, and that then 
they would end in passing, too late for any 
service, substantially the same bill that ex­ 
President Hayes vetoed. In putting this 
into practical effect, he thought there would 
be difficulties to be encountered, such as the 
fact that then the farmers’ crops and other 
produce would bring lower prie s ; besides, 
his idea was that there was not a necessity to 
keep the country agitated over the funding 
bill, because there was no necessity for one. 
We had §104 000,000 in bonds to sell, either of 
4 or 4Js, whichever would fit the market 
best at the time, and with the surplus reve­ 
nues could not only redeem all the 6s, but 
some 5s. and still keep the 5s under control 
till Congress meets in December, and as long 
afterward as is necees try. This is a feeble 
epitome of that remarkable document, but 
gives an idea of its strong aDd impassinnate 
intent. It was deadly poison to any idea of 
an extra session of Congress, and it con­ 
tained a good deal of political expression as 
to the result. It would have one Republican 
party. 
THE NEW YORK NOMINATION.

However, 
Nichol ¡3 much esteemed for his sterling hon­ 
esty and shrewdness, which, in connection 
with his good nature and fair-mindedness, 
would make him an excellent officer. 
SENATE PROCEEDINGS.

TIONS, 
W a s h in g t o n , March 27th.—The decision 
fiuallv reached by President Garfield against 
the proposed issuance of a cail for an extra 
eession of Congress appears to give almost 
universal satisfaction to the Republican?, 
both in and olft of Congress, and the more 
closely the financi-d situation and the laws 
relative to refunding arc examined the more 
clearly it is seen that there is reahy no neea 
of an extra sea-ion for refunding purposes. 
It is ascertained that under certain nearly 
forgotten laws, enacted in 1662 and lct>4, the 
Treasury Departure! i his power to borrow 
S150 000,000 on certificates cf deposit at any 
rate of interest not exceeding 6 per cent, and 
it is confidently belie ved that this full amount 
can be thus obtained as a temporary loan at 
3 or Si p->r cent, and the money applied im­ 
mediately to redemption of the maturing 
bonds, leaving it to the future to determine 
whether it shall be paid to the ex‘eat of over 


$100,000,000 by sales of the 4 per cents au­ 
thorized or the available cash in the treasury, 
which, together with the prospective eurp’us 
revenues, may be applied to the redemption 
of the maturing bonds under the authority 
granted by Congress at the last session. It 
is therefore believed that $400,000,000 of the 
outstanding bonds wi 1 be taken in a manner 
profitable to the Government, without issuiDg 
any portion of the long-term 4 per cents, and 
without any additional legislation. 
OAKLAND HARBOR—CONGRESSMAN PAGE. 
W ash in g to n, March 27th. — Secretary 
Lincoln, at the instance of Representative 
Page, has agreed to authorize the expenditure 
of the money appropriated by the last river 
and harbor bill for continuing the improve, 
ment of Oakland harbor without waitiDg for 
another opinion from the Attorney-General 
in regard to the Government title to the bed 
of the estuary and the training walls. He 
thus follows the action of his predecessor, 
Secretary Ramsey, in holding that Attorney- 
General Deven’s opinion on this subject es­ 
tablishes in a satisfactory manner the right 
■ f the United States to proceed with its op­ 
erations, and the delay threatened by the 
proviso attached to the appropriation will 
therefore be avoided.

A handful of 8 penny nails were taken 
from the stomach of a cow recently butch­ 
ered at Healdsburg. Eight of the nails 
were full length. 
A Geyser Peak, Sonoma county, farmer 
says that a wild boar, that had killed fifty 
sheep in the past two or three years for 
himself and neighbors,• was killed a few 
days since. 
The largest purchase of hides in one day 
that ever took place in Cu9terjuity, Mon­ 
tana, was made bya a merchant named 
Hubbell lately. 
Over 289 buffalo robes 
and 200 antelope and deer hides was the 
result. 
The railroad company is sinking another 
well at Tucson, A. T. When the new one 
reaches water level a drift will be extended 
through to the old one, which will form a 
reservoir that will secure a supply of water 
for any emergency. 
The Commissioners have selected a loca­ 
tion for the Insane Asylum, soon to be 
erected at Reno, Nev. The Gazette says : 
The site chosen for the asylum is about a 
quarter of a mile southeast of the prison 
walls, and about 300 yards from the river. 
Says the Gold Hill News: Day by day 
the probability becomes greater that there 
has been a change in the dontrol of the 
Sutro tunnel. The bonanza firm have not 
secured that control, but John W. Mackay 
has obtained it in his own name and right.

In the Tucson, A. T., jail fifteen pris­ 
oners are confined in one room, and would 
have escaped Thursday night had not the 
jailer counted tfiem. Finding only four­ 
teen prisoners in the room he raised an 
alarm, and on investigation found the fif­ 
teenth man at work in a tunnel whfch had 
nearly pierced the mud walls of the jail. 
This is the fifth * unsuccessful attempt to 
Lreak jail. 
Says the Arizona Journal: It is the or­ 
ganized gang of desperadoes who ride into 
towns and terrorize theinhabitants that we 
are concerned about. 
They visit the

ago we had but 22 houses, shanties and all, 
at Pinal City. In October last we bad 70. 
In November 112, and to-day we have 145, 
of which 47 are frame buildings, 53 adobe 
buildings, one stone front, and the balance 
composite. There are 18 tents pitched and 
filled with folks who pray for lumber, and 
there are 50 persons anxious to build if 
they could get the material. 
James Jenkins writes to the Goldendale, 
W. T., Gazette as follows : As misstate­ 
ments and wrong impressions have been 
made about the recent snow-slide on Hay­ 
stack Mountain, I will say that I have 
been there and examined the ground and 
stock killed. A heavy snow-drift'slid off 
the east end of Haystack and ran down into 
a very narrow canyon, taking six horses 
with it and killing all of them. 
In the San Jose valley, New Mexico, for 
thirty miles or more the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad-track lies along 
what is probably one of the longest lava 
flows in the world. Theie it has lain for 
ages, in some places piled up in masses of 
huge blocks to a hight of twenty feet, and 
in others preserving the form it had when, 
a molten stream, it poured down the valley, 
burying beneath its fiery mass every ob­ 
stacle that lay within its course. The old 
crater whence this vast bed of lava flowed 
is to be seen about eight miles to the north 
of Bluewater. 
The Virginia (Nev.) Enterprise says : 
“ The Union-Mexican winze is now down 
40 feet below the 2,700 level. It has 
passed through streaks ot various kinds of 
vein material—a heavy body of clay among 
other things—and is now in a bird’s-eye 
porphyry. All this is very promising, as 
mining men well know. A curious thing 
about this winze—and the thing the like of 
which has never before been seen on the 
Comstock—is that it is quite cool and 
comfortable. The men work right along 
without the slightest inconvenience. Even 
the water coming in is cool, although the 
depth below the surface is 2,740 feet.
